PEASANT PROPRIETORS. 


[ am doing every thing i my power to 
create a of small peasant pro- 
prietors.

AS everyone knows, the new Provost 
of Trinity College, Dublin, is 
eminent in Gaelic scholarship. This 
week a new work from his pen of great 
interest to students of Irish history is 
published—‘‘ The Rule of Tallaght,” 
forming a supplementary volume of 
Hermathena (Hodges, Figgis, 4s. net). 

Bass At Tallaght, in 
what now is Co. 
Dublin, there stood, 
a thousand years ago, 
a Culdee monas- 
tery. An ancient 
work describing 
life among the 
monks there seems 
to have come into 
the hands of the 
great Irish scholar, 
John Colgan, in 
Louvain, three 
hundred years ago. 
The Franciscans 
of Louvain then 
were projecting an 
ecclesiastical his- 
tory of Ireland, and 
Colgan appears to 
have written out his original document 
in Modern Irish for use as material in 
the projected work. Colgan’s manu- 
script, presumably, was among those 
which were carried from Louvain, at the 
time of the French Revolution, to Rome, 
and from Rome, at the time of the 
Risorgimento, to Ireland. To-day, at any 
rate, it rests in. the remarkable library 
that is housed in the Franciscan Convent 
on Merchant's quay, Dublin. There Mr. 
Gwynn made his copy which now is 
published, with notes and translation. 
Thus, by strange vicissitudes, the life- 
story of the Culdees of Tallaght has come 
down to us, and may be read to-day in 
a work which might be called an Irish 
parallel to the Chronicle of Jocelin de 
Brakelond. Here is an image of the 
herce austerities of the Culdees, Every 
detail of their sparse diet—‘‘ butter on 
St. Patrick’s Day only ’’—is described ; 
their mutual castigations, their ‘‘ cross- 
vigils,”’ their saying of 150 psalms at a 
stretch.

Plus Ca Change. 


I have been looking through an old 
Dublin Directory for the year 1834, and 
find some information tliat ought to be of 
interest to owners and passengers to-day. 
Instead of ‘buses in those days they had 
mail coaches, and a comparison between the 
times occupied by long-distance journeys 
then and now provides a measure of the 
progress that has been made in matters 
of transport. The official schedule of 
times from Dublin is as follows :—Bel- 
fast, 12 hours; Cork (day, via Cashel), 
20 hours: Cork (night, via Clonmel), 20 
hours; Derry, 18 hours; Enniskillen, 13 
hours; Galway, 16 hours; Limerick, 
14 hours; Sligo, 16 hours; Waterford, 
12 hours, and Wexford, 13 hours. The 
‘buses can do a bit better than that; but 
when one realises that nearly a hundred 
years have passed since the mail coach 
bustled off from the Dublin G.P.O., one 
sees that they did not do so badly in 
those spacious days. On a margin of the 
same directory, by the way, I find the 
note scribbled opposite the date, Wednes- 
day, December 17th: ‘‘ Engines on rail- 
road began to run on this day.” It was 
the beginning of the end of the coaches; 
but to-day the boot seems to be on the 
foot. !

THE “ IRISH QUESTION * IN 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS.

Days when “the Lrish question ” created 
great bitterness in the House of Commons 
were recalled in a Press interview yester- 
day by Viscount Ullswater, who for 
sixteen years controlled the House as Mr. 
Speaker Lowther. He was a member of 
Parliament for thirty-eight years, and 
remembers many members who never 
made a speech, including his grand- 
father, Colonel Lowther, who sat silent in 
the House for fifty years. 

Referring to his experience as Speaker 
of the House, Viscount Ullswater said :— 
“T had many disagreeable moments, but 
I think the most disagreeable were in 
the days just before the war. I never 
knew. from hour to hour whether there 
would not be a most frightful outburst, 
and members would resort to fisticuffs. 
The air was electrical. Members of the 
different parties refused to speak to each 
other. It was all over the seething trouble 
in Ireland. 

“There was the Rebellion which was 
expected to break out at any moment, and 
the indignation with Mr. Churchill for 
having ordered the Fleet to be in the 
neighbourhood of Belfast. 

“One never knew what was going to 
happen next. They were a..xious days 
and nights for one responsible for the 
conduct of the House of Commons. , Some- 
how we managed to ride upon the wings 
of the storm, as it were, without a violent 
upheaval in the House of Commons. 

“ But relations between the leaders of 
political parties were strained almost to 
breaking point. I belonged to the Grillion 
lub, which was founded more than sixty 
years ago, with the object of getting 
political leaders to cultivate friendly rela- 
tions by dining together once a week. At 
that time Lord Londonderry declined to 
meet Mr. Asquith, and there were others 
equally estranged.” 

Viscount Uliswater, however, saw these 
personal feuds brought to an end, and 
just before leaving political life witnessed 
the signing of the Irish Treaty and the 
establishment of the Free State. 

“I had only been in Parliament two 
years when Mr. Gladstone sent out his 
pilot balloon from Leeds in 1886. That 
was the first indication we had that he 
favoured Home Rule for Ireland. I saw 
the old Irish Party at its strongest and 
at its feeblest, until it finally petered 
out.’

In an extensive and varied programme 
Mr. Victor Love reminded an audience at 
the Engineers’ Hall, Dublin, last night, 
of his powers as a pianist. At the outset 
Mr. Love set himself a big task in an 
arrangement of the Bach Prelude and 
Fugue in D for organ. The fugue subject 
is that easily remembered rolling theme 
which is built up to great recking masses 
of sound at the climax. The work is one 
that seems bound with especial strength 
to the massive resources of the organ. 

Mr. Love, however, has dared a piano- 
forte arrangement, and has accomplished 
it so successfully that in his playing last 
night he made all the big effects “come 
off '" with fine effect. He deserved con- 
gratulation on his arrangement and his 
playing. As a practising organist, he 
knows, of conrse, what are the telling 
points in such a work. and he brouwht 
them all well to the front. In detail, 
flexible left-hand playing in octaves was 
important, as representing the particularly 
important pedal line of the origmal. Mr. 
Love was well suited in that respect ; for 
his left-hand work is one of his strong 
points. 

His treatment of the Beethoven sonata 
was interesting. He was not too sentir 
mental in his playing of the opening 
bars; the note of brusqueness sounded 
right in view~of the development of the 
section. This sonata is noteworthy as 
containing both seherzo and minuetto. Tn 
later works Beethoven turned winuetto 
into scherzo. The minuetto itself in this 
sonata already is leaving strict dance- 
form; it is not the dance itself, but a 
sentimental remembrance of a dance. 
Mr. Love stressed the sentiment in this 
section, and by doing so, in conjunction 
with his treatment of the other sections, 
made the sonata as a whole seem rich 
in significance. 

The greater part of the Chopin music 
was taken with great impetuosity. I 
certain passages were not held fully under 
control, it must be remembered that Mr. 
Love had undertaken some of the most

‘‘On the day the war began,” said Sir 
Alfred; ‘‘I was asked to undertake the 
task of dealing with the enemy cipher, 
and that was the beginning of what grew 
to an important organisation for 
collecting and ceciphering the enemy 
messages. 

“TI got a few friends to come and help 
me. They worked hard and had remar 
able luck, so that the deciphering office 
was soon established as a separate branch 
of the Admiralty under my direction, with 
a staff that increased eventually to about 
fifty cryptographers.”’ 

‘Numerous listening stations were set 
up at which the fleet signals and other 
wireless messages of the enemy were 
systematically taken in and telegraphed to 
the Admiralty to be deciphered. As many 
as two thousand intercepted messages were 
often received and dealt with in the course 
of twenty-four hours. 

““In that way a close and constant 
watch was kept on the German Fleet, and 
information was obtained beforehand of 
the prospective movements. Thus it was, 
for example, that the British Admiralty 
knew the day before the battle of the 
Dogger Bank what German ships were 
coming out, at what time they were coming, 
and where they were going. All that 
information was received from intercepted 
and deciphered German signals, by which 
crders were given from German Head- 
quarters to the ships concerned. It was 
obtained in good time to enable the British 
Admiralty to arrange suitable counter- 
measures. | 

GERMANS HOODWINKED. 

“Similarly the. battle of Jutland was 
brought about in consequence of the 
Germans signalling orders by wireless, 
which, when deciphered in Whitehall, 
gave suflicient indication of their intended 
plans. From December, 1914, the German 
Fleet made no movements which were not 
known in advance through the informa- 
tion they unwittingly gave to the Ad- 
miralty by their own cipher signals. The 
branch of the Admiralty where this was 
done was called ‘Room Forty ’—to avowid 
any description which might betray the 
secret or excite curiosity. The fact that 
such work was going on was known to 
very few persons, even in official circles, 
or in Fleet. It was a jealousiv- 
guarded secret. It remained a te 
the end, and was probably the best-kept 
secret of the war. 

“The assumed stupidity of the British 
was a most valuable asset, and it was iot 
apparently till the war was over that the 
Germans became aware how completely 
their confidential channels of communica- 
tion had been compromised.”’ 

Sir Alfred Ewing describéd how certain 
of the enemy's code books came into 
British hands through amazing pieces ol 
good fortune. To take advantage of these 
there had to be a constant discovery of 
keying processes. The staff became so 
expert that frequent changes of the key 
to the signals caused no serious embarrass-

SCHNEIDER CUP. 


HOW BRITAIN WON 
THE TROPHY, 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
LECTURE, 


-- 


Although Captain O. E. Simmonds, 
M.A., was unable to give details of the 
machine which won the Schneider Cup 
for Great Britain this year, in his lecture, 
“How We Won the Schneider Cup,” at 
the Royal Dublin Society, last night, he 
traced the evolution in British aircraft 
design and construction that led to its 
accomplishment. 

They had now, he declared, achieved 
supremacy both on land and sea and in 
the air, and Britain had no need to be 
ashamed of her engineering prowess. 


THE CUP CONTESTS. 
+ —- 
WONDERFUL SPEEDS. 


In going over the ground, both historically 
and technically, which led them to achieve this 
victory in the air. he found, he said, the 
retrospection necessary not only interesting, 
but beneficial. 

Speaking of the Schneider Trophy, Captain 
Simmonds said that. to-day from being a 
private contest between aero clubs it had 
become an inspiration whereby Governments 
footed the bill, and enthusiastic designers 
sent poor pilots careering through the air at 
speeds greater than they cared to go. The 
most arresting feature of the Schneider con- 
test was the extraordinary increasing speeds 
which have been attained since the first race 
in 1913, when it was won at 45.75 miles an 
hour. In 1914 this average jumped to 86.8 
miles an hour. Then came the war period, 
and in 1919 the race was declared void owing 
to a fog. The next race was in 1920 in 
Italy, when a speed of 107 miles per hour 
was put up. There was a very little increase 
to 111 miles an hour in the following year. 
but in 1922 Britain won the cup with a speed 
of 145.7 miles an hour. A vear" later the 
Americans took the cup with a speed of 
177.38 miles an hour. In 1924 there was no 
race, but in 1925 there was a tremendous 
jump in speed to 2352.57 miles an hour. In 
1926, Italy took the cup with 246.50 miles 
an hour. This year, 
Webster achieved a mean speed around the 
course of 281.54 miles per hour. What speed 
they were going to get next year, goodness 
only knew. 
in relation to speeds attained since 1921, in 


He calculated that Flight- 
Lieutenant Webster definitely attained a 
flying speed of 300 miles an hour over parts 
of the course—as it was estimated that he 
lost about 18 miles an hour on the turns.

“Factors Affecting Potato Production 
in Ireland from the F amine to the Present 
Time ” was the title of an instructive 
lecture given by Mr. Paul A. Murphy, 
Sc.D., at the meeting of the University 
College, Dublin, Agricultural Debating 
sapiety: held in the College, Earlsfort 
terrace, last night. 

Among the points made by the lecturer 
were :— 

Blight came to Ireland for the first 
time in 1845, and its coming was re- 
sponsible for the famine. 

The Champion Potato, introduced from 
Scotland, appeared for the first time in 
1879,-and retrieved the situation. 

In the year 1890 the first spraying 
experiment conducted in the British Isles 
was carried out at the Albert College, 
Glasnevin. The practice had _ revolu- 
tionised potato growing. 

Damage, estimated at £200,000 had 
been caused by blight in eighty-one years. 

Our seed potatoes are superior to any-

Colonel Gibbon, pointing out what had 
been done by organisation in County Wex- 
ford, said that farmers could not get a 
return unless they organised a market.

THE RAVAGES OF BLIGHT. 


The lecturer gave a survey of the ups and 
downs. of potato production in Ireland for the 
last 85 years, and the reasons for the varia- 
tions in the acreage and production. Starting 
with the period before the famine, when the 
area under potatoes was 1,700,000 acres, he 
déscribed how potato blight came to Ireland 
íor the first time in 1845, probably by 
way of North America from South America. 
The blight was caused by a fungus which 
had not previously existed in Europe, and 
its sudden coming was responsible for the 

reat famine in 184647. The result was that 
the population was reduced by 2} millions 
within a few years. and the smaller class of 
farmer, with land up to 15 acres, was almost 
wiped out of existence. 

oming on to 1879, the lecturer told the 
story of the second great famine, which 
caused the loss in one year of about 
£7 ,000,000 
THE CHAMPION POTATO. 

The Champion tato, introduced from 
Scotland, appeared for the first time in that 
year, and rapidly retrieved the situation; for, 
as was reported, it produced in that bad 
year 12 tons of sound potatoes per Irish 
acre, while other sorts produced no more than 
five. For eleven years per cent. of the 
otatoes grown in Ireland were Champions, 

ut in its turn, like every other variety, the 
Champion declined, and its place had to be 
taken by other sorts. Even now, however, 
there was a larger area under Champions than 
any other variety. 

In the year 1890 the first spraying experi- 
ment conducted in the British Isles, and 
virtually the first outside France, was carried 
out at the Albert College, Glasnevin. This 
practice, which has since spread throughout 
the country, has _ revolutionised potato- 
growing. 

The lecturer showed that the variations 
in yield in recent years were very slight 
compared with those of 50 years ago. This, 
he said, was to be attributed to spraying. 
He estimated that the total direct loss caused 
by potato blight, including consequential 
damage, since the disease was first intro- 
duced was upwards of £200,000,000 in 81 
years. The loss from this cause had now 
been virtually stopped, for it was estimated 
that about 90 per cent. of the late potatoes 
in the country were now sprayed every year. 

EXPORT OF SEED POTATOES. 

Dr. Murphy then dealt with the regenera- 
tion of potatoes, and showed how money 
could be made by growing seed potatoes for 
the English market. He mentioned that the 
export of seed potatoes to England, South 
Africa and Cyprus had been growing rapidly 
for the last three -years. The principal 
areas of supply were Athlone and Donegal. 
The potatoes were exported under a grading 
system in sealed bags under the supervision

THE WESTERN CROP. 

Dr. Hinchcliff, in proposiag a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, said that University 
College, Cambridge, in the equipment of 
their research station for the investigation of 
diseases. of the patato, had -looked to Dr. 
Murphy. The planning end equipment of 
the research station in Edinburgh was also 
due to the lecturer and the Albert College. 
For their work in connection with potatoes, 
credit was due, both to Dr. Murphy and 
Mr. Davidson. They had still to deal 
with the problem of the tate 
crop in the West. It was not realised that 
the average yield of potatoes in that part 
of the country was greater than in the other 
provinces. lis Wag a testimony, not only 
to the growers, but to those who instructed 
them. ‘This was not a particularly good year 
for potatoes; but in nearly all parts of Clare, 
Galway, Roscommon and Leitrim there was 
an average crop of over seven tons per acre. 

In regard to seed potatoes, he said that if 
the home trade was to be developed great 
care would have to be taken to see that the 
seed was pure and properly graded. People 
in the Midlands who had grown potatoes 
specially for this trade in the past had lost 
it through want of attention to purity, true- 
ness to name and bad grading. They had 
during the last few years captured for home 
producers the trade hitherto held by Scots- 
men. Six years ago the amount of Scottish 
seed potatoes imported was 2,700 tons. Last 
year there were only 30 tons, and these were 
a new variety introduced by the Free State 
Department of Agriculture. 

At the recent Smithfield Show, London, 
where a big trade was done in seed potatoes, 
and where a special exhibit of Irish seed was 
made by Mr. Davidson, of the Free State 
Department of Agriculture, it was found 
that everyone who had purchased Irish seed 
potatoes at Smithfield in 1926 returned this 
year, and commented favourably on the 
quality of the seed supplied and the crops 
that were prodne¢ed. 

AN ORGANISED MARKET. 
Colonel C. M. Gibbon said that he found 
in the scientific Press of the world special 
notice of the work which Dr. Murphy was 
doing at Glasnevin. The potato crop he de- 
scribed as one that would enable them to 
meet the very difficult time they were passing 
through.

A Christmas sale in aid of the Magdalen 
Asylum and the Nursery Rescue Society will 
be held from 3 p.m. to 6 p.m. to-morrow at 
8 Lower Leeson street, Dublin.

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DECREE AGAINST BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 

Circuit Court Judge McElligott, gave judg- 
ment at Limerick last Saturday in the case 
of Mr. J. J. O'Malley, C.E., against the 
Limerick County Council and Limerick 
Board of Health for £143 12s. 6d. from 
each in respect of salaries due from May to 
September, 1927. 

The judge said that the Board of Health 
seemed to think that the sanction of the 
Local Government Department to the trans- 
fer of Mr. O’Malley from the County Coun- 
cil was - necessary. He thought that the 
right in the County Council for the trans- 
fer of Mr. O'Malley was absolute, and ac- 
cordingly he gave a decree against the 
County Board of Health. It was claimed 
that Mr. O’Malley did no work for the 
Board of Health, and that they had to em- 
play another engineer; that was not Mr. 
O’Malley’s fault. He dismissed the claim 
against the Fr á Council without costs. 

In the action bronght by Mr. O'Malley 
for £300, a statement was made at the pre- 
vious hearing that a settlement was arrived 
at, giving Mr. O'Malley a pension. ‘The 
case was now dismissed.

At Clones District Court, Patrick Geehan, 
52 Grosvenor road, Belfast, sued Robert 
Molloy, painter and decorator, Clones, for £5 
6s.

There was a counter-claim for £10, for 
breach of contract and neglect of the animals. 

From the evidence of plaintiff it appeared 
that defendant entrusted three dogs to him 
to train and run at Celtic Park coursing track 
for electric hares.

Missing Victory sustained a 
broken leg practising after a rabbit, and 
Maidie Bristie did not achieve any distinc- 
tion.

France and ltaly. 


One of the most encouraging results of 
the latest meeting of the League of 
Nations Council at Geneva has been a 
definite improvement in the relations 
between France and Italy. It has been 
an opén secret for several months that 
these two nations have been at logger- 
heads. A variety of causes contributed 
to this condition of affairs, and recently 
the speeches of French and Italian 
Ministers have been growing more and 
more bitter in tone. At Geneva, however, 
M. Briand, who is a consummate diplo- 
matist, made friendly overtures to Signor 
Scialoja, the Italian delegate to the 
League, and since the Council meeting 
began the temper of the French and 
Italian Press has shown a marked im- 
provement. The situation has been relieved 
further by a statement in which Signor 
Mussolini discusses freely the delicate 
position that has arisen between France 
and Italy since the war. He ridicules the 
suggestion that war provides the only 
solution to those problems of the Medi- 
terranean in regard to which the two 
countries find themselves on different sides, 


alliances; they have 4 common. heritage of 
culture- and civilisation. At Geneva M. 
Briand has been equally amicable in his 
speeches about Italy. Clearly the states- 
men of both countries realise that a 
continuation of the bitter reproaches 
which have been bandied recently between 
Paris and Rome would be exceedingly 
dangerous, and are doing their best to 
create a more friendly atmosphere. 

The Italian Premier, however, has very 
definite views. concerning the terms. on 
which he is prepared to make a diplomatic 
‘bargain with France. He recognises the 
serious dangers of a policy of drift, and 
would be quite willing to enter into s 
pact of “non-aggression, friendship and 
arbitration” with the French Govern- 
ment ; but he is determined to consolidate 
Italy’s position in the Mediterranean, and 
to that end has inspired the publication 
of a series of “‘suggestions’’ for the con- 
sideration of the French authorities. In 
the first place, he insists that France shall 
change her policy towards the Balkan States, 


jand shall abandon her alleged support 


of Yugo-Slavia’s campaign of propaganda 
against Fascist Italy. In the second 
place, he demands an early settlement of 
the problem of Italian residents in Tunis, 
and suppression of the anti-Fascist  move- 
ment in France. These terms may seem 
to be very modest from the Italian point 
of view, but there is very little doubt that 
‘they will*be rejected sans phrase by the 
French Government. . Virtually the whole 
trouble between France and Italy - arises 
out of the Balkan problem and the 
position of the Italian immigrants in 
Tunis.. Since the war French policy 
steadily has fostered the growth of the 
Little Entente, of which Yugo-Slavia: is 
the leading member, and has been trying 
to prevent Italy from any extension of her 
influence in the Balkan countries. Signor 
Mussolini hardly. can expect this. policy 
to be reversed completely as the price of 
his friendship. 

The Tunis problem offers more hopeful 
material for a compromise, although here 
again French opinion is very sensitive. 
France controls the whole coast ‘of 
Northern Africa, with the exception of 
Egypt and Tripoli in the East and the

| celebrate th? eightieth anniversary of the 


Woolwich Equitable Building Society—a 
great pioneer body in popular self-help— 
shows how much can be done by co- 
operative enterprise. This society took 
£483 over the counter in its first year of 
activity; last year its business amounted 
in value to £6,000,000. at 
Monday’s meeting stated that building 
societies in Britain now included 1,250,000 
members—about one in nine of the nation’s 
heads of families—with a capital of 
£51,000.000 on mortgage. Mr. Walter 
Runciman, who presided, said that he 
would far rather see the people of England 
owning their own homes than tenants of 
any State department or local authority. 
“There was no department of life in which 
the sense of possession was so fully justi- 
fied as in owning one’s own home. Once 
a man owned his own home he was firmly 
anchored to some of the best civic, as well 
as personal, virtues.” Ireland well could 
take these lessons to heart. Those in 
whose power it lies to assist the building 
society movement and to encourage growth 
of membership have it in their power also 
to foster steadiness and responsibility 
among the wage-earning classes. In the 
“town-planning’’ of housing development 
can learn much from the 
English example. We have written 
previously on the menace of “ ribbon 
development” in building. Bungalow and 
other flimsy dwellings, interspersed with 
corrugated iron shops, hastily and cheaply 
erected, appear along the main highways 
in almost unbroken lines, so that towns 
and villages, as it were, are elongated into 
roadside ribbons. The Minister of Health 
objects to this form of growth “ because it 
turns on to the road a new volume of 
traffic which ought to be quite unneces- 
sary,’’ and ' because it means the laying 
of long lines of pipes and wires and 
services which could serve a very much 
larger number of houses if the ..ouses 
were properly arr“ ved.” A correspondent 
of The Times reports that a means to check 
the abuse has been found in provisions 
of the Public Health Act of 1925. These 
provisions empower local authorities to

War Compensation. 


The War Compensation Court wil] hold 
its final meeting on Friday. It was 
established, in 1915, as the Defence of the 
Realm Losses Commission, and, as The 
Times reminds us, it has been a vigilant 
guardian of the public purse. The Con:- 
mission’s duty was to assess payments to 
citizens of the United Kingdom “in 
respect of direct and substantial loss :n- 
curred and damage sustained by them by 
reason of interference with their pro- 
perty or business in the United King- 
dom through the exercise by the Crown of 
its rights and duties in the defence of the 
realm.” Since, before the Great War, 
such loss had been -inflicted only by the 
billeting of troops, the Commission started 
its work without precedents. In course of 
time, however, it evolved certain principles. 
No awards were made for losses that were 
due simply and solely to the existence of 
a state of war. Compensation was refused 
when the claimants’ losses arose from their 
neighbours’ losses through interference by 
the Crown ; and the loss of a mere pleasure 
or amenity was not accepted as a case for 
redress. By the Indemnity Act, 1920, the 
Losses Commission became the War Com- 
pensation Court, under the presidency of a 
Judge of the High Court. In the twelve 
years the two tribunals have safeguarded 
the public purse against fifty per cent. of 
the claims which were advanced against it, 
They have awarded in lump-sum payments 
£8,763,000 against claims which amounted 
to £16,550,000. The fairness of their 
decisions is proved by the facts that only 
twenty among ten thousand claims were 
taken to the Court of Appeal and that very 
few of these appeals have been upheld. 
A famous case arose from the Crown’s 
occupation of the De Keyser Hotel in 
London. It raised the question of the 
Crown’s right to use lands or buildings for 
an indefinite period without any obligation 
of payment. The Losses Commission 
decided in favour of the suppliants, and 
this decision, when the Crown appealed 
against it, was upheld by the House of 
Lords. The case showed that the maxim, 
inter arma silent leges, did not apply to 
British justice; but. it produced the 
Indemnity Act, 1920, under which the 
War Compensation Court was formed.

START TO BE MADE 
' NEXT YEAR. 


REDUNDANT LICENCES 
TO BE CHALLENGED, 


From Ovr POLITICAL CORRESPÓNDENT. 

I was officially informed yesterday that 
a start will be made next September with 
the work of reducing the number of public- 
houses in the Free State, as provided by 
Part IV. of the Liquor Act passed by the 
Oireachtas last May. 

The provisions in the Act relating to 
the extinction of licences are, perhaps, the 
most valuable ones in the measure, and 
there has been a little uneasiness in 
temperance circles of late and a corre- 
sponding amount of hope amongst members 
of the licensed trade-in consequence of a 
report that the present Executive had 
decided for one reason or another not to 
enforce them. There is no foundation, of 
course, for this suggestion. 


CAUSE OF THE DELAY. 


It is only seven months ago since the 
Act received. the Roya] Assent, and I know 
that it was the intention of the late Mr. 
O’ Higgins, who was the sponsor of the 
measure, to exercise his powers under Part 
IV. without unnecessary delay. One 
month after the passage of the Act, how- 
ever, a general election was held. Scarcely 
had the new Parliament assembled than 
the Minister was brutally murdered, and 
within the. space of a couple of 
months the country was in the throes of 
another general election and a Parlia- 
mentary Secretary was filling Mr. 
O*Higgins’s place. Consequently, the 
annua] licensing sessions took place with- 
out the Executive having time to take 
advantage of its lately acquired powers 
under the Liquor Act. 


THE PROCEDURE. 


The procedure proposed, it should be 
explained, is that at the annual licensing 
courts, which are held in September of 
each year, the police shall challenge the 
renewal of certain licenses on the ground 
of redundancy. Thus the Free State is 
divided into areas identical with those 
over which the District Justices possess 
summary jurisdiction, and, if in any of 
these areas the Civic Guard authorities 
consider that there are too many. licences, 
they can apply in the first instance to the 
District Court for a reduction. 

If the District Justice is satisfied that a 
prima facie case exists, firstly, for the 
reduction in the number of licences; and, 
secondly, for abolition in a particular case, 
he will refer the matter to the Circuit 
Judge, who, aided by a registrar and an 
assessor, will be the compensating 
authority, and he will decide the case. 


COMPENSATION. | 


When a license is abolished compensa- 
tion will be paid to the holder by the 
Ministry of Finance on receipt of the com- 
pensating authority’s order, and the full 
sum willbe repaid to the Ministry by the 
remaining license-holders of the area. 

Repayment will be made over a period 
of twenty years by terminable annuities 
at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum of 
the amount in question, divided amongst 
the existing license-holders in proportion 
to the amount of Excise duty which they 
pay.

THE FIVE CONSIDERATIONS. 


In considering whether a licence should 
be abolished the District Court, the Act 
declares, shall have regard for the follow- 
ing considerations :— 

(1) That the volume of business transacted 
in the premises to which the licence is 
attached is small; 

(2) That the structural condition and state 
of repair of the said premises is bad; 

(3) That the accommodation in the premises 
for customers is unsatisfactory in 
character or extent; 

(4) That the business carried on in the 
premises is not properly conducted ; and 

(5) That the situation of the premises 1s 
such as to render supervision thereof 
by the police difficult. 

It is estimated that the number of 

public-houses at present carrying on 
business in the Free State is 15,000.

The first speaker, Earl Stanhope, had 
on the paper a motion asking their Jord- 
ships not to’ proceed with the measure 
until it was accompanied by proposals 
which would ensure order and discjline in 
the Church of England, but he refrained 
from moving it in order to allow the 
debate full scope. He expressed his per- 
sonal regret at finding himself in opposi-

CAUSES OF REGRET, 

“TI regret the new Book,” he said, 
“partly because I dislike some of the 
changes made in the Ritual of the Book 
as we used to know it, partly because I 
regret some of the changes made in the 
order of the Services, and partly also 
because J fee] that two Books of Common 
Prayer admit of so many alternatives-that 
I think it would be a matter of consider- 
able difficulty to those attending churches 
which they do not norma!ly go to to keep 
in touch with the Services which they find 
in such places. 

“Some noble lords go a great deal 
further than I do in their opposition to 
the new Book. They view somé of ‘the 
changes in Ritual with far greater alarm. 
They .consider. them to be destructive of 
the Protestant religion, and, feeling that, 
they are convinced that this House should 
oppose, at any rate, parts of the new 
Prayer-book to the utmost of their ability, 
and veto the new Book for ever and quite 
definitely. 


WOULD NOT RESTORE ORDER. 

“That is not my view. I find myself 
agreeing with almost every word that was 
said by the Archbishop in the weighty 
speech he made last night, and, although 
I regret some of the changes made in the 
Book, I should not feel justified in voting 
against it were I convinced that the new 
Book would restore order and discipline 
in the Services of the Church. Un- 
fortunately, I am convinced that such will 
not be the case.”’ 

It was because he desired Parliament 
to give full effect to the recommendations 
of the Royal Commission of 1906 that he 
was now opposing the measure. 

Viscount Halifax, who may be. regarded 
as the head of the High Church Party, 
said that it might be considered that he 
was guilty of cowardice if he did not 
express his opinion and point out some of 
the dangers in connection with the 
measure. They had been told that the 
primary reason for the measure was the 
better enforcement of the law with regard 
to order and discipline in the Church. 
They had also been told that it was the 
intention of. the ecclesiastical. authorities 
to enforce such discipline and make it 
operative and decisive. , 


FIFTY YEARS AGO. 
Fifty years ago the Public Worship Re- 
gulation Act was passed for precisely the 
same reason as the present measnre—a

forcement of order and decency. When 
the bill became law one priest in the 
suburbs. of London refused to obey it, 
and he was promptly sent to Holloway 
Jail, and five other clergy in different 
parts of the conntry followed his example, 
one being imprisoned in Lancaster Castle.

I shall not vote against the 
measure on personal grounds, but I can- 
not vote for the measure, because I 
cannot be responsible for supporting any 
measure which contemplates anything in 
the nature of coercion, as I believe 
coercion of that sort to be absolutely im- 
practicable, and certainly most undesir- 
able in regard to the general interests of 
Christianity.”’ 

Lord Parmoor said that he was inclined to 
doubt the possibility of bringing about that 
concordance between parties in the Church 
while Lord Halifax continued to hold the 
opinions he did.

‘REDS’ IN RETREAT: 


SUCCESS OF LI FU- 
LIN'S ‘TROOPS, 


' Prom ‘Tue Times”’ ConRESPONDENT, 


HONG KONG, Tuesday. 

Persons arriving. from Canter to-night 
report that Li Fu-lin’s troops crossed. the 
river at Honan Island, south of Canton, and 
effected a landing on the West Bund, near 
Shameen (the foreign residential . quarter), 
this afternoon, whereupon the ‘‘ Reds’. re- 
treated into the city and occupied the tallest 
buildings. | 

A sharp fight occurred in and around the 
modern nine-storeyed Kanamtong building, 
whence the ‘Reds’’ were driven out. “The 
troops drove the “ Reds” to the north and 
east, and completely cleared the - western 
suburbs. 

More fires broke out in the eastern section 
of the town, and looting was resumed. The 
“ Reds '” made stands at the East Bund and 
in the: northern sections, where fighting was 
still going on. 

TOO PESSIMISTIC. 


This morning it was reported that all-efforts 
to recapture Canton had failed, that foreigners 
had been removed from the danger areas, 
though some had preferred to remain, and 
that many ‘armed civilians were fighting on 
the “Red” side. It was, therefore, thought 
that the Honam force would find it difficult 


to effect a landing, and that to clear the-aty~ 


offered a harder problem. 

The “ Whites’? had an advantage in the 
possession of the only gunboats which could 
control the river, and- could on occasion 
bombard. On the other hand, the “ Reds~’ 
were reported to be directed by Russians. 

An-attempt, which failed, has been madé 
to assassinate Li Fu-lin, the Canton garrison 
commander. “There is a vague report to the 
effect that foreign gunboats are surrounding 
a Japanese steamer which it is alleged had 
arrived. from Hankow bringing a large con- 
tingent of ‘* Reds.” 


END TO BOLSHEVISM. 


RUSSIAN CONSULATES TO 
BE CLOSED. 


In an interview with the representatives 
of the foreign Press this evening, General 
Chiang Kai Shek, the Nationalist Generalis- 
stated that at the Kuomintang (the 
Chinese Nationalist. Party Conference) on 
Saturday last instructions were issued to Dr. 
C. C. Wu, the Nanking Foreign Minister, 
and General. Pei Chung Hsi, the Shanghai 
Defence Commissioner, ‘‘ to take the neces- 
sary steps to close the Soviet Consulates in 
Nationalist territorv in China.” 

These instructions have been kept most 
secret hitherto pending their execution, but

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HORSE EXAMINED BY 
HEART SPECIALIST.

PRINCE'S AILING HUNTER. 


One of the Prince of Wales’s hunters, a 
handsome chestnut, was conveyed to -Mans- 
eld, Nottinghamshire, in a motor box from 
Melton Mowbray yesterday to be examined 
by a heart specialist, Dr H. L. Flint. The 
horse has done very little work for months, 
and, as he was thought to be suffering from 
heart trouble, he was taken to Mansfield for 
examination, and returned to Melton Mow- 
bray later in the day. The horse is one of 
the Prince’s favourite hunters. 

Tt was decided to take a number of electro- 
cardiographs of the heartbeats of the animal, 


and the difficulty of this operation “was got 
over by the doctor extending the wires from 
the apparatus in his surgery through the 
window out into his front garden, where the 
animal: was standing. The wires were ate 
tached to the forelegs of the hunter and to 
the near hindlégs. The electro-cardiogranhs 
were very good specimens, it is understood, 
and considerably helped in the examination.

A remarkable story of their deportation 
from America, after nearly five years’ resi- 
dence at Pittsburg, was related yesterday 
morning by Mr. Edward Hampson, head of a 
family which left Washwood Heath, Birming- 
ham,-for the United States on August 5th, 
1922. 

In an interview on the White Star ‘liner 
Celtic, on its arrival from New York, Mr. 
Hampsop, who was accompanied by his wife 
and two sons, Thomas, aged 24, and Edward, 
<U, the iormer with a wife and child, said :— 
“On arrival at New York we were admitted 
the couritry and settled down in Pittsburg, 
where we three men worked as coal miners. 
My eldest son sent for his girl, and they were 
married. there, 

"“ As time went on, I applied for our first 
naturalisation papers, and we got them, Two 
months before we had been in the country 
five years, I asked for our second papers. I 
was on strike at the time, and was told that 
we were Only admitted to the country for a 
six months’ holiday, and that we should have 
back. This was wrong. I sold up my 
home for three hundréd dollars, after having 
paid two. thousand dollars for it, and then 
had to live on the proceeds of the sale in a 
with borrowed furniture. . My. case, 
which had been unsuccessfully fought at 
Pittsburg, got to the Consul at Philadelphia 

won it, and demanded that we should be 

a new home or free passages back to 
4 cland. 

“Ae were taken to New York, and, after 
Fl'is Island for a few hours, were 
placed aboard the Celtic ” 

Mr. Hampson added that he took his dog 
out to America with him, but was not allowed 
to bring it back because he had net a landing 
rmit for it from the British Board of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries. He held up the boat 
half an hour in endeavouring to get the dog 
back, and was now paying three dollars 
fifty cents a week for 1t to be looked after 
untii he could get the permit.

The co-operative organisation of agri- 
culture throughout the Free State was 
advocated. by Dr. H. Kennedy, Secretary 
of the Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society, in the course of an address, de- 
livered here to-night, at the inaugural 
méeting of the Dairy Science’ Society, 
University. College, Cork. 

Professor C. Boyle; President’ of the 
Society, presided over the large attend- 
ance, and the speakers included Mr. M. 
KR. Heffernan, T.D., Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry for Posts and Tele- 
graphs; Mr. H. V. Flinn, T.D.; and Mr. 
Kk. J. Cussen, Secretary, Co. Cork 
Farmers’ Union. 

Dr. Kennedy gave -a brief survey. of the 
development of co-operation in various 
countmes, and said that, in any country 
having a claim to be regarded as agricul- 
tural in any sense, organisation was un- 
doubtedly the first essential to a pros- 
perous rural life. Necessity was the 
mother of co-operation. Stress of circum- 
stances had: forced the agriculturists of 
Scandinavia and Denmark to seek some 
means of overcoming their difficulties, and 
the result of #héir.efforts had brought 
first-class production; © accompanied by 
first-class organised marketing. What 
was true of those two countries was

For many years past a powerful effort, 
urged on by Lord Halifax, had been made to 
assimilate Holy Communion once more to the 
Mass. In many churches Mass vestments 
were worn, and the new book. now proposed 
to legalise them. Although he did not for a 
moment say that he could scent ‘the chilly 
odours of the Marshalsea, or bear the shouts 
of glee because the faggots must again be 
collected in front of Ballio to 
burn a Cambridge bishop, he did believe 
that certain provisions in this Book did force 
on all those. who shared his convictions. a 
doctrinal standard which was not the standard 
of the Book of Common prayer. ‘Against that 
change he must protest by his vote. 

A CONTRIBUTION, 

The Bisho 


of Chelmsford declared that he 
honestly failed to find within the covers of 
the new Book the grounds for fear which the 
last speaker had set before them Things had 
been read into the Book which were not 
there. For his own part he was convinced 
that the new Communion office safeguarded 
perhaps more adequately than the old the 
true doctrine of Holy Communion. It was 
not to be supposed that every bishop who 


voted for the new Book approved of every- 


thing in it. He did not, for one, but he 
accepted it as a contribution towards the 
future peace and effective working of the 
Church. 

That portions of the Book would be 
adopted in all parishes, he hoped, and also 
that both forms of the celebration of Holy 
Communion would be used. Im accordance

Lord Daryngton, supporting the measure, 
said thet was reasonable to change the 
Prayer-book in accordance with the changing 
times. 

NOT COVENANTERS. 

The Duke of Buccleuch said that he was 
inclined to regret that .neither of the Arch- 
bishops had inherited the covenanting prin- 
ciples of their forefathers. Had they done so 
he was sure that this measure, which would 
aim a deadly blow at the Protestant Church, 
would never have been ‘presented to Parlia- 
ment. 

Lord Gorell said that he took a rather dis- 
assionate view of the whole matter. He was 
inclined to think the average person, hearing, 
on the one hand, that the book went too 
far, and, on the other, that it did not go 
far enough, would come to the conclusion 
that it was the book for him. 

Lord Daneéfort said that the acceptance of 
the measure would lead neither to unity nor 
obedience in the Church. Its passage would 
mean that in almost every parish the Church 
would be divided into two camps, one for the 
new Service and the other against. The new 
book, and especially the Communion Service, 
would lead to increased disorder and in- 
tensified bitterness. It would not bring peace 
to the Church. 

Lord Dawson of Penn said that he was 
impressed by the degree of unanimity dis- 
played by the bishops, he donbted 
whether if they took a similar number of 
law lords, engineers or even doctors they 
would get a stronger consensus of opinion, 
The minority was sufficient to give evidence 
of intellectual vitality. (Langhter.) He did 
not think that the opponents had considered 
what a damaging effect would follow the re- 
jection of the measure. 

Lord Hayter said the view of Noncon- 
formists was that the Prayer-Book affected 
every Englishman. Speaking as a Wesleyan, 
though not officially, he believed the pre- 
ponderating opinion in the Wesleyan Church 
did not approve of the. deposited Book, the 
influence of which would lead away from 
instead of towards the Reformation.

| EDUCATED-WOMEN 


AND THE HOME, 
PREDICTIONS NOT 
FULFILLED.

"“ When high schools were first introduced 
it was the general opinion that they would 
have a pernicious effect on womankind, and 
that’ that effect would be’ seen in the pro- 
duction of over-educated women.” This re- 
mark was made by the Archdeacon of Auk- 
land, Canon Derry, at a prize distribution 
ceremony yesterday evening in connection 
with the Durham Girls’ High School. 

“Terrible pictures were at one time drawn 
of papa doing the housekeeping and going 
out marketing, while the children hugger- 
muggered in the back gardens, and mama 
stood Arabesque in the parlour. But the 
over-educated ‘woman has not appeared. I 
have sought her for many years in all parts 
of the country and have never found her. [| 
have found instead the under-educated, the 
mis-educated, and the uneducated woman, 
but have not come across that curious pro- 
duct described as the over-educated woman. 

“ High schools have not produced the 
calamities so confidently predicted, but, on 
the contrary, they have simply stood for the 
obvious facts, that girls ought to have the 
same opportunities of education as boys. One 
of the objects of education is to learn to be 
interested in something that is worthy of at- 
tention. Nowadays people are hopeless even 
in the matter of. amusing themselves. 
Gramaphones give a great deal of 
leasure, but do a great deal of harm, 
ecause they are part and parcel 
of the system, that some people require some- 
one else to amuse them. 

“In the days when accomplishments were 
spoken of, it was considered necessary for 
every young lady to be able to play the piano, 
but now they can hear all that they want to 
hear on the gramaphone, and it is not con- 
sidered that a person who has no more taste 
for music than an. animal should have to 
spend hours and hours strumming on the 
keyboard. Still, however, the piano is a social 
asset, and cannot be neglected, even by people 
of the present generation who cannot amuse 
themselves, and have todepend upon others.”

FORMER JUDGE’S WILL. | 


Shas. emcee 
A QUARTER OF A MILLION 
ESTATE. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE. MR. ee 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTIO 
MURNAGHAN,)

from a judgment of Mr. Justice Johnston, 
dated 19th of May last, in the High Court, 
on questions arising on the construction of 
the will of the late Sir William McMahon, 
Bart., Master of the Rolls in Ireland from 
1814 to 1857, who died m 1837, leaving real 
and personal property amounting to about a 
quarter of a million: including two estates, 
one in Tyrone and the other in Clare, the 
latter having since been sold, the proceeds 
being lodged in Court. 

All the property was distributed among 
his widow, five sons and three daughters 
under the will, which, it appeared, was re- 
moulded by a private Act of Parliament 
passed for the purpose 

The testator directed the trustees of his 
will to receive the whole of the income, 
rents and profits arising from all his property, 
at of which they were to pay a jointure of 
£1,200 a year to his widow and annuities 
of £1,000 and £300 a year each to his eldest 
sons, Beresford Burton and William John. 
In addition to the annuity, the eldest son 
was given certain powers of jointuring and 
providing for the younger children. Subject 
to these payments, the trustees were to use 
the rents and profits in paying off substantial 
legacies bequeathed to the younger children, 

Out of the surplus remaining, the sum of 
£1,200 was directed to he set aside’ each 
vear during the hfetime of Beresford Burton 
McMahon to form an accumulated fund, to 
be used to purchase any eligible property 
which might offer for sale in the County 
Tyrone the remainder to be divided equally 
among all the children of the testator ar 
at his death 

The accumulation ceasing on the death of 
the eldest son, the limitations in.the will with 
regard to the accumulated fund were. to 
come into operation. The limitations were 
to the first and every other son of the 
testator’s eldest son and their respective 
heirs malé according to priority of birth, 
followed by an estate for life for the third 
son, Robert, with remainder to his first and 
every other :on successively and their heirs 
male, and similar trusts with regard to the 
tesiator’s fourth and fifth sons, Augustus and 
Charles, and their heirs male. 

There was also a clause with reference to 
trusts and remainders with referente to 
testator's daughters, etc., the ultimate. re- 
mainder being to the testator’s right heirs 
for ever. His daughter Louisa. who had 
married Francis Ellis, died in 1889, and her 
eldest son, Thomas Ellis, executed a dis- 
entailing deed on Mth June, 1911, and died 
on February Ist, 1918. 

The trustees and executors of the will of 
Thomas Ellis claimed the whole of the 
Tyrone and Clare estates, contending that 
cross-rema@inders for life and in tail male 
between the testator’s daughters and their 
respective issue male should be read into the 
will. 

In his judgment Mr. Justice Johnston 
pointed out that the difficulties which had 
arisen with respect to remainders: and the 
implication of cross-remainders had not been 
occasioned by the terms of the will, but by 
subsequent developments, to which he 
referred. At the time of the action, his lord- 
ship said, the fund, which had been accumu- 
lating since 1844 at the rate of £1,200 a year, 
amounted to £25,000, invested in Government 
stock. It was contended on behalf of the 
persons entitled under the ultimate remainder 
to the testator’s own right heirs that, while 
cross-remainders might be implied. from the 
terms of a will, no such. implication was 
possible in the case of property settled by 
deed; and they claimed that they were 
entitled to the Tyrone and Clave estates, save 
in so far as any share in these estates might 
have been effectually disentailed by the issue 
male of any of the testator’s three ‘daughters ; 
that they were entitled to two-thirds of these 
estates, and that the Ellis family were only 
entitled to one-third by virtue: of Thomas 
Ellis’s disentailing deceased. 

Notwithstanding the elaborate arguments 
he had heard, Mr. Justice Johnston added, it 
seemed to him that ‘the case was plain 
enough. The Act of 1861 declared that the 
estates of Tyrone and Clare, having been dis. 
entailed by the tenant in tail, with the assent 
of the protectors of the settlement, were to be 
re-settled in strict settlement. So far as. the 
early limitations in the re-settlement. deed 
were concerned, that deed was the first ‘thing 
and the last word on the subiect. and nothing 
more was required. Counsel for the. heir-at- 
law argued that the ipsissina verba of the 
will must be read into the deed, and that then 
no implication of cross-remainders could be 
raised. His lordship thought that the terms 
of the settlement did not call for any such 
roundabout process, and it was only in the 
event of such a process being necessary that 
the highly technical rule of construction, upon 
which the heir-at-law relied, could have any 
application.

O'Brien) íor the appellants, Charlotte Stuart 
and Caroline Wilhelmina Perceval: and Mr. 
A. Meredith, K.C., and Mr. Chadwick (in- 
structed by Mr. R. Douglas English) íor the 
respondents and plaintiffs. 

In the action the plaintiffs claimed to have 

the trusts of the two indentures of resettle- 
ment, dated 28th August, 1861. carried into 
execution under the order of the Court. and 
that for the purpose all necessary directions 
might be given and inquiries made. 
The defendants counter-claimed for rectifi- 
cation of the resettlement of the Tyrone and 
Clare estates by inserting such limitations by 
way of cross-remainders and rectification of 
the accounts. 

The arguments had not concluded when the 
Court rose, and the further hearing was 
adjourned till to-day.

Mr. Hubert Hamilton, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. H. O'Donnell, Carlow), applied on behalf 
of Thomas Henry ‘O'Donnell, the plaintiff, for 
an order presuming the death intestate an 
unmarried of Michael O'Donnell, a brother 
of the deceased: Alternatively, the plaintiff 
sought an order declaring who are the next- 
of-kin. The plaintiff, who is a retired bank 
manager, residing at ‘‘ Daneshy.” Athy road, 
Carlow. claimed as executor of the will of his 
deceased brother, the Rev. John H. O'Donnell. 

The deceased, Mr. Hamilton stated, died on 
9th June, 1926, leaving personal estate value 
£2,146. Probate of the will was granted on 
7th January. 1927. By this will, dated órd 
November, 1880, deceased left everything to 
his mother, who, howéver, predeceaséd him, 
and consequently the matter became an in- 
testacy. The question now arose, who was 
next-of-kin? In addition to the plaintiff ‘and 
a sister. Mrs. Atne Donovan. Killarney 
House, Clonmel, and other ‘relatives traced, 
the deceased had a brother, Michael, who 
went to America many years ago. Michael 
came home in 1901, and returned again to 
America in the same year, and had never 
since been heard of. 

Mr. ‘Justice Meredith—Would: it: not he 
better to make an order for inquiry as to the 
next-ofkin ? 

Mr. Hamilton said that no member of the 
family had heard from Michael since he Jast 
returned to América, and the plaintiff had 
four ‘advertisements inserted ‘in American 
newspapers without result, 

Mr. Justice Meredith gave an order for an 
inguiry as to the next-of-kin, accepting the 
four advertisements already inserted in the 
American Press.

BELFAST COURT INCIDENT. 


There was a pathetic scene in the Belfast

When he announced his decision the mother 
of the child wept piteously, while the little 
girl, on leaving the Court in charge of a 
policeman, cried: ‘‘Oh! my mammy.’

November. was. 4 very variable“ month, 
every type of weather being: represented.

ABSENCE.

Before leaving the house 
witness put a chair alongside the barrel with 
some toys on it, including & long celluloid 
cómh. itness was only away about five 
minutes, and when: shé returned she found 
that the door had slammed. She saw smoke 
and there was a smell of burning. On enter- 
oS the pease she found that the top of the 


dress was smouldering, and she at 
once lifted the child out of the barrel, rolled 
her in a blanket, and called on a Mrs. M‘Kee 

to the barracks for her husband. The 
child was afterwards taken to hospital. 

F. O'Connor said that he found the 
chile burned all over the body. She died 
about six o'clock, and death was due to shock 
following extensive burns.

HOW TO SPEAK ENGLISH.

MR. BERNARD SHAW’S ADVICE 
are  jn- 


Many characteristic observations 
cluded in the two gramaphene reeords which 
Mr. George Bernard Shaw completed on 
Saturday last for the benefit of Linguaphone 
Institute students of good English. 

Here are a few of them — 

‘If what you hear is very disappointing 
and you feel instinctively ‘that must be a 
horrid man,’ you may be quite assured the 
speed is wrong. Slow it down until you fee! 
lthat you are listening to an amiable old 
gentleman of seventy-one with a rather 
pleasant Irish voice, then that is me.” 

“There is no such thing as ideally correct 
English. No two British subjects speak 
exactly alike.” 

‘‘T am a member of a committee 
the British Broadcasting Corporation 
purpose of deciding how the utterances 
of speakers employed by the Corporation 
should be pronounced in order that they 
should be a model of correct English speech 
for the British Islands. That committee knows 
as much anvone English speech. 
aud yet its members do not as to the 
pronunciation of some of the simp leat and the 
commonest words in the English language 
The two simplest and commonest words in 
anv language are ‘ ves’ and 'n But no two 
members of the committee pronounce them 
ex actly alike.” 

‘If you are learning English because you 
intend to travel in England, and wish to be 
understood there, do not try to speak English 
perfectly ; because if you do, no one will 
underst: and you. 

‘In London nine hundred and ninety-nine 
out of every thousand people not only speak 
bad English, but speak even that. very 
badly.” 

‘*Even in private intercourse with culti- 
yated people vou must not speak .too “well, 
Apply this to your attempts to learn foreign 
languages, and never try to speak them too 
well, and do not be afraid to travel. You 
will be surprised to find how little you need 
know or how badly you may pronounce.’ 

‘Even among English people, to speak too 
well. is a pedantic affectation. In a foreigner 
it is something worse than affectation. Tt is 
an insult to the native, who cannot under- 
stand his own language when it is too well 
spoken,"
